Here, in a 
handsome J>rick and stone edifice, on 
a proi>erty of one hundred acres, 
the Call:i'f(1ct HrnK- fvr:ii,V< a re- 
treat for twenty-five old people, some 
of whom are not ouly deaf and dumb, 
but blind as well. 

The location is a beautiful one, 
and a farm which is part of the 
IM-oi>erty, furnishes milk, eggs and 
and fresh vegetables for llu^ ust* of 
the residents at the Honn 

The residents of the Hoiik .m of 
several religious deruiminations and 
corne from various parts of the State 
of New \'ork, although the Home is 
inider the management of the C'hurch 
.Mission to Deaf-Mutcs. 

The Endowment Fund of this ins- 
titution is invested in mortgaged on 
profierty in the City of New \'ork, 
but, due to the condition of real es- 
tate at the i>resent time, the income 
of the Hoine has been so reduced 
that it fipds ilseU confronted with a 
serious tinancial situation. Every 
economy possible has been effected, 
but tiow the Board of Trustees and 
the Hoard of Lady Afanagers have 
hefore them the [>roblem of how to 
keep the Home in t»peration. To our 
minds it is unthinkable that we 
shculd give it ii[> and take away the 
solt^ retreat of those people in their 
old age. For that reason we are 
trying to raise a fund of :?50,000.00 
to tide us over these times trf stress.

Goldstein dance speciality was well 
executed. "The Husbands Ruse,'' 
proved an excellent vehicle for the 
dramatic abilities of its principals, 
especially George Lynch. The clos- 
ing scene of the first part of the pro- 
gran\ w^as a comic- skit -which ended 
with the teacher and pupils in con- 
vulsions when Sam Block stepptxl off 
the dunce's stool to put a mouse 
down the neck of 'Heecher" while he 
was leading the class in their daily 
dozen; the audience was ii> convul- 
sitms, too of laughter. 

Another well-executed dance act 
upenoil the second half of the program.

Romero, as Wang-Lo, showed that his 
.Icling abilities arc not confined to 
comedy; Mrs. Jaffe played up excel- 
lently to Mr. Romero's suixnli acting; 
and the surprise ending came as a 
climax to a most intense scene. Mrs. 
Jaffe drtvpi H^d her serious role in the 
next scene and stole the show as the 
embarrassed wife of Lester ("Wallace 
Beery") (a>hen. Mr. Lynch 's recita- 
tion was featured by sou^id effects 
from a drum backstage, a most effec- 
tive rendition. In the next to last 
scene. Mr. Funk kept the audience 
chuckling with a rinming fire of jokes 
rendered in his inimitable st> Ic. The 
last scene broyght back the. days of 
Cha|iHn (Mr. Romero) and the Key- 
stone^cotjcs, Mr. Romero's gags were 
the old sure-fire bits from Chaplin's 
time and they were as wtII executed.

Mr. Romero was the outstanding 
actor of the cast.

Mrs. Jaffe was also outstanding; her 
change from the serious role of Sadie 
to pure comedy in the next scen^ was 
an indication of wide ability on the 
stage. Mr. Lynch 's clear and graceful 
signs were a pleasant feature of each 
scene in which he appeared.

The most amazing part of the 
whole show was the precision and 
smoothness with which it was run off. 
This near-professional smoothness is 
all the more remarkable considering 
the- need for each principal actor to 
appear in two, or three or more 
scenes, sometimes in adjacent ones.

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Ai^THOT'CH somewhat hindered by 
the fact of deafness, those of us so 
occasionally bothered are in no worse 
position than many who are suffering 
frrtm more trying imf)ediments. As is 
the case of all people, whether the 
deaf are happy or otherwise is depend- 
ent mainly upon themselves. Most 
of them are blessed with a liberal 
education, to which is added the valu- 
able training in some useful trade 
upon which they can ex(>ect means of 
Iivelihoo<l when their school term is 
completed. It thus rests uix)n the 
graduates of our ftchcxils to make the 
most of their opportunities and, hav- 
ing secured a position, to stick to it 
and render the best service fxxssible. 
'JTiey ^ould try to keep abreast of 
events; go out into the world using 
speech, if they are able, if not then 
resorting to pencil and pad; to see 
and be seen, getting in contact with 
ail kinds of people, so increasing self- 
improvement and becoming broad- 
minded. This in connection with their 
^ own .vjcial life, after working periods 
with the hearing, enables them to en- 
joy life and build up healthy consti- 
tutions, 'f'hey should keep in mind, 
however, that their hearing friends are 
often busy witlj^thcir own affairs, and 
at such times should not be exf)ected 
to give particular attention to other 
interests. This docs not necessarily 
mean indifference, and should not lead 
the deaf to imagine that they are con- 
sidered a nuisance. If the deaf ex- 
fiect consideration from others, they 
themselves should lie careful that, in 
seeking the companionship of hear- 
ing friends they do so on such oc- 
casions when they are certain not to 
interfere with ofh^r plans of their 
friends. As \:^ ;»<jLSsible they 

should mingle fn^jy with their fami- 
lies and relatives and keep in touch 
with the hearing world. Alxive all, in 
their spare moments, they shouM make 
it a rule to read books as well as 
newsf>af)ers as a means of improvinj^ 
fhf'Jr n-v and urJ^lerstanding of lan- 



That the deaf are appreciated 
when fully understood may be gleaned 
from the subjoined, a clipiiing from an 
article dealing with the experiences of 
a ffj#tball coach: — 

*'l think that one speech stands out in his 
mind more than the rest. Once he made a 
speech at a football smoker held by a school 
for the deaf and dumb. One of the boys 
stood beside Him on the platform, and after 
each sentence relayed the words to the 
crowd by a rapid wagKling of his finj?ers in 
deaf-and-dumb sign lanKua^e. Bill says that 
that ni^ht he had a tou^h time j^Ctting the 
words to flow. He stood there looking down 
at them, and saw them looking up at him 
with their eyes all bright and interested and 
attentive, and he felt ail choked up. Out 
of the corner of his eye hr could sec his in- 
terpreter's fingers going like mad. And once 
\n a while after thos<: nimble fingers had 
completed a paragrai>h, the crowd would 
applaud. Then somehow he got going and 
made the best speech of his life." — Saturday 
Evening Post, September 22, 1Q34.

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Convention of tho' North Carolina 
Association of tho Doaf 



The North Carolina Association of 
the Deaf held its twelfth biennial con- 
vention in High Point, N. C; from 
August 30th to September 1st, 1934. 
The best hotel, the Sheraton Hotel 
was the headquarters. The conven- 
tion was made up of deaf people from 
all parts of the State and visitors from 
other states. The North Carolina 
deaf were very glad to have them and 
hope they will come again. One of 
them said he did not hav# a chance to 
go to ''sleep" at the meetings. The 
convention had a very able inter- 
preter, Mr. James Fortune, of Dur- 
ham, N. C. His signs and finger 
spelling were so clear anyone could 
almost sef *^^" words sail through the 
air. 

There wer(* some hearinj^ people pre- 
sent and many of them were loud in 
praise of the deaf as law-abiding 
citizens of North Carolina. Thurs- 
day, August 30th, saw a good crowd 
present, but by Saturday, September 
1st, there were about 150 or more pre- 
sent. The best news about the con- 
vention was that it lacked one thing — 
the presence of "old man depression,'' 
Everyone had hajipy faces with broad 
smiles and a ready glad handshake. 
The attitude and temper of the mem- 
bers towards matters brought up for 
discussion was generally good, even 
though there were minor differences of 
opinions. It seemed like these clashes 
and lightning exchanges of opini(^s 
put more life in the convention. 
Judging from what was done it seems 
that a new record was set in han- 
dling of more business matters. This 
shows that the North Carolina deaf 
are in no m(x>d to hermit deafness 
to carry them backwards. They are 
aware of their rights as taxpayers, law- 
abiding ajnd GmJ-fearing citizens of 
the great state of North Carolina. 
Regardless of the difference of opin- 
ions among the members, constructive 
business was the object in view and 
these will be found mentioned else- 
where in this write-up. The members 
behaved splendidly throughout the con- 
vention and won high f)raise from the 
citizens of High i'oint. All the hear- 
ing speakers had s^>me very kind wordj 
to say alK>ut the deaf. A better de- 
scription of what was done can l>e 
found classified below.

The cfjnvention was called to order 
by the President at 7:30 p.m., at 
which time it was formally, opened. 
The Invocation was given by Rev. R. 
C. Fortune. The beautiful hymn 
''America'* wa<i given in signs by Mrs, 
Carl Foster. Address of Welcome 
was given by the Mayor, Mr. C. S. 
Grays^>n, of High f*oint, N. C. He 
welcomed the convention to his city 
and certainly did make each one feel 
happy to l>e there. He sp^^kc highly 
of the deaf citizens of his city, classing 
them as law-abiding and industrious 
citizens, ranking with the hearing 
people in many things. He gave the 
audience his best wishes for a pleas- 
ant stay in the city and said that the 
citizens of his city+ad a very tender 
spot in its heart for the deaf. 

Greetings in behalf of the deaf 
citizens of the city were given by Mrs. 
S. L. York. Her greetings were brief 
and appropriate, to the pfAnt and 
everyone appreciated her kind words.

C: I , who quoted a short and 

apf>ro|>riale story, along with words of 
heartfelt thanks for the splendid wel- 
come extended the association by the 
Mayor. 

A very interesting address was 
given by .Senator-elect., John T. Bur- 
rus. He praised the deaf as honest 
and law-abiding citizens and frir their 
part in contributing to the upbuilding 
of their communities. He a>mpare<l 
the deaf with the hearing and pointed 
(Hit a very pleasant fact which 
on great applause from the 
i '-. He said there was a very 

low percentage of criminals among 
the deaf, and he made some compari- 
sons of the efficiences of the deaf who 
are minus two of the' most important 



senses, with those who had all five of 
them. 

Greetings from the South ('arolina 
deaf were brough to us by Mr. Ray- 
mond Glover. He also amused the 
audience when he spoke of his first 
experience with the sales tax of North 
Carolina. Here's hoping he will come 
again and leave some more of his 
*'coppers" here to sprout. Mr. E. 
McK. Goodwin brought greetings from 
the State School for the Deaf at 
Morgan ton, N. C. 

The appointments of committees 
SLTid announcements were next in order 
after which the meeting adjourned. 

FRIDAY MORNING, AUGUST 3lST 

The Invocation was given by Rev. 
W. A. I.amb. The old North State 
song was beautifully endered by Mrs. 
R. C.*^ Fortune of Durham, N. C . 

The Secretary, Mrs. G. H. Bailey, 
read the minutes of the last meeting, 
which were accepted. ' 

The President's address was next in 
order. He recited s^)me history of the 
deaf in the nation and state. He 
made some suggestions as to what the 
deaf should elf), and reminded us of 
our duty to cooperate with the various 
organizations of the deaf. 

'f'he address of Mr. E. McK. Good- 
win, su[)erintendent of the school for 
the deaf at Morganton, N, C, was 
next. As usual, he recited some his- 
tory of the work that had l)een done 
and will be done for the educational 
and industrial welfare of the deaf at 
the school. He also spoke of the 
various needs, especially larger ap- 
propriations for the school in all its 
various departments and expressed 
hope that these needs will be granted 
in the future. 

After a' few announcements the 
meeting adjourned, due to the fact 
that the maker of the motion to ad- 
journ ''had a stomach that was bark- 
ing for a bone.'* 

FRIDAY AFTERNOON, AUGUST 31 ST 

The audience had the pleasure of 
listening to an interesting address by 
Hon. Guy H. Phillips, President of the 
N. C. Ivlucational Association and 
Sui)erintendent of the City schorils at 
Greensboro, N. C. He spoke of the 
past and future work of the N. C. 
Educational Association in bring about 
better pay facilities for the education 
of the fx?ople of the State. In the 
course of his address he pleasc»d the 
audience immensely, as evident from 
the loud ai)plause when he lauded the 
aims of our association in bettering the 
< onditions of the deaf. He also let it 
be known thfrt he endorsed the recom- 
mendations of f>ur asscKiiation. 

Next came the address of Mr. W. 
M. Shuford, suix.'rintenrlent of the 
Junior (>r[>hanage at Lexington, N. C, 
and a member of the Board ofS>irec- 
tfirs of the School for the l>eaf at 
Morganton. He spoke of some things 
that the Board of Directors of the 
school will do to see that the deaf of 
the State receive their just due in the 
educational and industrial defwrt- 
ments of their school. 

The Legislative Committee' chair- 
man gave the committee*s report as to 
what it claimed it had done since the 
last convention. The President then 
inquired as to whjft was to be done 
about the roj>ert. One of the members 
made a motion to have the p<art re- 
lative to the saving of the Bureau of 
Labor for the deaf from being abolish- 
ed at the last session of the State 
Legislature, removed on the grounds 
that it was not worded right. After 
some clashes of opinions and presen- 
tations of facts, it was finally decided 
to have it rewritten to conform to the 
work of the Save-thc- Bureau com- 
mittee instead of the legislative 
Committee. 

Several of the other committees 
made their reports and then new busi- 
ness was next in order, but due to 
lack of time, it was decided to put this 
over to the business session to be held 
Saturday morning.
